THE SABBATH. 

The mse f effects of public worship are so 
numerous .and so obvious, that they have not es- 
caped the notice of the most careless spectator.

taneous results. There is a social intercourse— 
a mingling of affections in the temple of Jehovah, 
which forms a much stronger bond of union among 
men, than any thing which is excited in assemblies 
of ¢issipation or parties of pleasure. 

The house of God, too, is a school of intelligence. 
Here subjects are discussed, and if the minister of 
the gospel be qualified for his office, in a manner 
calculated to awaken and engage the highest pow- 
ers of intellect. The human mind has generally 
attained its most vigorous growth; and valuable 
information has been most extensively diffused in 
those places where this institution of God has been 
properly revered. That the practical morality of 
the world is dependent on the instructions and 
ordinances which belong to public worship, has 
hardly ever been denied. A virtuous cofmmunity 
can nowhere be found upon the globe, except in 
those places where the people assemble with con.

bially abandoned and degraded, and those parts 


of Christeridom in which little or no attention is 
paid to the Sabbath, approximate to the degra- 
dation and abandonment of the pagans. 

But this heavenly institution ts, by too many, 
treated with practical neglect. It might be sup- 
posed, that professors of religion would surmount 
almost every obstacle in order to visit the house of | 
God upon the Sabbath. But alas! a frivolous ex- 
cuse often robs them of all the blessings of the 
sanctuary. Some slight indisposition—which is 
sure to vanish before the light of Monday morning 
—ora little “ cloud not bigger than a man’s hand,” 
is deemed an adequate apology for absence trom 
the assembly of the saints. Alas, how can such 
persons ae through “ much tribulation” to the 
kingdom of heaven? Some who make no profession 
of religion. are rarely ever in the house of God — 
While the saints are engaged in acts of public wor- 
ship, they are seeking their pleasure, or attending 
to their worldly business, As tothem thes netuary 
was built in vam—in vain, has Christ purchased 
salvation for sinners—and in vain, does the mes- 
senger of the cross proclaim the grace of God to 
man.

BREACH OF MARRIAGE PROMISE. 

At the last session of the Circuit Court of Queen 
County, New-York, Elizabeth Demott successful- 
ly prosecuted Samuel L. Smith, for breach of pro. 
mise of marrage. 

The defendant commenced Paying his addresses 
to Miss Demott, who is the daughter of a very 
poor but respectable inhabitant of Queen’s county, 
in the winter of 1812, and continued so to do, till 
the summer of 1821, when he informed Mrs. De- 
mott, that her daughter was a very gaod girl, but 
that he had changed his mind for the present, at 
the same time adding, that if he ever did marry, 
Elizabeth should be his wife. On the trial, howe. 
ver, he charged the plaintiff with want of chastity, 
and produced a witness to prove it, who, when the 
question was put to him, replied that he was not 
bound to answer it. His insinuations were treat- 
ed by the court and jury with the contempt they 
merited ; and the character of the plaintiff was 
sustained by the testimony of so many respectable 
witnesses that she seemed to acquire additional 
worth in the eyes of those present, from the base 
attempt made to injure her reputation. The Judge 
in charging the jury, said, that the Defendant bad 
destroyed the Plaintiff's peace of mind, perhaps 
forever ; he had gained her affections ; be had tri- 
fled with them for a great part of ber life (nine 
years ;) and had without cause discarded and aban. 
doned her. An exemplary verdict was required 
to satisfy the demands of justice. 

Verdict for the plaintiff, rwe thousand dollars.— 
The defendant is supposed to be worth between 
three and four thousand dollars,

Honato Superstition ann IGnNorance— 
A laboring man named Joseph Lewis, living near 
Deep Creck in Norfolk county, was on Monday 
apprehended and examined before a magistrate, 
being charged with having fired at with a gun and 
killed a tree mulatto man of the same neighbor- 
hood, named Jack Bass. The facts stated in evi- 
dence against the accused were in snbstance as 
follows. The wife of Lewis had been for some 
time complaining of sickness, which both she and 
her husband sagaciously ascribed to the power of 
conjuration; in other words they were firmly un- 
der the belief that a spe/f had been put upon her 
by some secret enemy—or to use the technical 
phrase of the Baotian community in which they 
resided—that she was “tricked.” To place the 
matter beyond a doubt, and at the same time to 
discover the secret emissary of Satan who had 
caused the poor woman's malady, the husband 
posted off to Portmouth to consult a female oracle, 
who has for a long time gained a comfortable liv- 
me in that town by practising the abstruse art of 
fo tune telling, at the expence of the credulous and 
superstitions from all parts of the surrounding 
country. This pretended unraveller of mysteries 
confirmed the suggestion of the wife’s being 
“tricked,” and gave such a description of the 
“tricker” as left no doubt on the husband’s mind 
that his neighbor, Jack Bass, was the man. The 
impression which such a discovery was calculated 
to make upon a mind wrapped in the gloom of ig- 
norance and superstition may be readily Seneieall, 
but it could scarcely have been supposed that it 
would have led to ao fatal a catastrophe. The 
miserable dupe is next represented to have gone 
to the dwelling of Bass, there to have perpetrated 
the horrid deed for which he was arrested. As 
he is in the hande of justice it would be improper 
for us to say any thing that might have the effect of 
prejudging his case—We shall only add that he 
was commited to prison— while the mother of the 
mischief, the high priestess of ignorance aud folly 
tw left wn the undisturbed exercise of her vocation.

travelling of mules, a distance of about SQ miles, 
over mountains and through almost impessabie 
ewamps, he arrived at the nver Lebo, and at dark 
was carried about 2 miles frum the psth into a 
ewamp, where he found an encampment of about 
250 soldiers, commanded by an old Cacique. 
This detachment appeared to be a wandering par- 
Mey, no provinions, afd being otherwise in & 
wrete condition, Here was hetd a council of 
war, and it was agreed to pat Capt. B. and his 
boatewain to death ummedinely, least they should 
escape inthe night. Capt. B. remumstrated against 
this ervel conduct, declaring that he wa» an Ame- 
rican, but lo po purpose—they only laughed at bis 
entreaties, and asked if Capt. Russell? and Capt. 
Clark, he, were not Americans! Through the in- 
fluence of an officer, however, with whom Cept. B. 
was acquainted, they agreed to spare their lives 
until morning. Having put a strong guard (of 
about twenty) over them, the soldiers went to their 
different waich fires. Between the hours of nine 
and ten, the party were alarmed by the discharge 
of one hundred ¢ rhines, at not more than fifteen 
yards distant. This fire proceeded from a body 
of Patriot troops, who had come upon them by sur- 
Prive, and on their rising from the ground the Pa- 
(riots kept up a constant fire and cut them down 
by dozens. Fortunately for Capt, B. his guards 
were all either kilicd, wounded, or deserted, 
which gave hima chance to escape. Accordingly 
he and his boatswain crawled under the cane 
Sreaks about half a mile, und concealed them. 
selves. The firing continued about three quarters 
of an hour. The attack was so sudden that Capt B. 
could not then learn by whom it wax made, and 
therefore thought it most prudent to keep conceal- 
ed, and if posstble to find his way back to the ship. 
Considering himself in great danger of being 
discovered in his place of concealment, by the nu 
merous hordes of dogs that infest this country, 
Captain B. consulted with his boatswain on the 
best measures to be adopted. ht was concluded 
to endeavour to regain the sea shore, distant about 
10 mites, as they judged they might secrete them- 
selves more securely among the rocks that bor- 
dered on the sea. ecordingly, with this intent, 
they set forward, groping their way, (the night 
was very dark) sometimes on their hands and 
knees, over rocky mountains and swamps, and 
through streams of water—bruising and tearing 
their bodies in a most shocking manner ; their only 
means of guiding their course was by following 
the current of rivers. Capt. B. relates that while 
fording a river they aroused the dogs in a camp 
at a few yards distance, and that they were oblig- 
ed to remain perfectly quiet m the water for Lalf 
an hour, wate afl was again still, At day light, 
discovered the sea shore, and concealed them- 
selves in a cavity of the rocks, during the whole 
day. As soon as it was dark, commenced their 
journey as nearly as they could calculate for Point 
Romaine, in hopes to find the ship there. After 
travelling the whole night, encounting difficulties 
scarcely less than those of the night preceding, 
at day light im te morning arrived at the top of 
& mountain, from which they discovered the pomt 
where they left the ship, 10 miles distant. Fear- 
ful least they should again fall into the hands of 
Benebedas’s men, they concealed themsclves 
among the rocks, but suffering much with hun- 
ger, they resolved to put all at hazard, and about 
9 o'clock, renewed their journey. About 12, ar- 
rived at Point Romaine and found the ship had 
gone !—Their situation now appeared hopeless in- 
deed :—All the miseries they had endured, were 
now surpassed by the anguish of their disappoint. 
ment. Their.only res ags bali of escape was 
in reaching Aruco, distant 20 miles; and after 
having rested about an hour, they continued their 
journey for Aruco. On this route the travelling 
was good, being over a sand beach. They arriv- 
ed at Aruco about dark, and found the ship, she 
having been taken by a Patriot sloop of war. The 
town of Aruco was then in possession of the Pa- 
triots, who received them with the utmost hospi- 
taluy and kindness. From-General Prietor, the 
Patriot commandant, Captain B. states that he 
received every possible kindness and assistance 
that his situation required; and atiributes to the 
humane exertions of General P. the preservation 
of bis life and that of his fellow sufferer—they hav- 
been three days without sustenance, their bodies 
dreadfully lacerated and reduced by hunger and 
fatigue. They proceeded with the ship to Valpa- 
raiso, where Capt. 6. wrote a letter to the Supreme 
Director, informing him of his misfortunes, and of 
the very great humanity he had experienced from 
General Prietor. 
There was a rumour current at Valparaiso pre- 
vious to Capt. ii's leaving there, that the monster 
Benebedas had been taken and brought to St. Jago, 
where he was to be shot. 
Capt. Bennet reports that during his voyage he 
has cruized among the Marquesas, Society, and 
Fricndly Islands, and discovered seme Islands of 
considerable extent aninhabited and abounding in 
wood, water, cocoa nuts, fish and green Turtle— 
valuable places for the resort of ships that visit 
these seas—both as affording supplies and the 
means of curing the sick

VIOLENT DEATH OF GEN. LONG. 

A letter received in Boston, from an American 
ae in the city of Mexico, dated 9h of April 

st, communicates the death of Gen. Long. The 
writer states: * Since the adoption of the present 
vernment, which is decidedly monarchical, aud 
intolerant in religion, General Long, with bis offi- 
cera and soldiers, have declined further service; 
and admitting the undoubted right of the people 
to frame their government, have demanded remu- 
neration for their services, and permission to leave 
the country. 1 found Gen. Long in this city, with 
a few of his officers, engaged im settling their 
claims. The General had brought them, with 
great perseverance, nearly toa close, and a favora- 
ble issue; when, yesterday morning, about eight 
o'clock, he p to the quarters of Colonel 
O’Rieley, (which are in the ~e prema to consult 
with him on the subject. The general was alone, 
and as he entered the gate, a cadet on sentry shot 
him though the lungs, and he cxpired immediate. 
ly. A veil of mystery hangs over this black trans-

Colombian Republic —Letiers from Caraccas, 
dated May 17th, contain some particulars of the 
movements of the royalists previous to the late en- 
5 ment which terminated in the total defeat and 
ignt of Morales. It appears to have been his in- 
tention to surprise Maracaybo, and with that view 
he caused two divisions of bis army to cross the 
Lake from the Puertos in boats obtained from the 
Indians, One of these divisions, commanded by 
colonel Ballesteros, amounting to upwards of 300 
men, was completely annihilated—not a single mon 
escaping ! ‘This victory, however, was gained with 
the lamented loss of the brave and distinguished 
Heoas. Ballesteros also was killed. On learning 
the fate af this action, Morales commenced his 
retreat from Los Puertos, and reached @ place 
about ten leagues from Pedregal, whither he was 
followed and completely defeated by the Rs publi- 
can divisions commanded by Colonels Penango, 
Rayes, Vargas, and Torres. It was General Sou- 
blette who routed the division in which Balleste- 
ros was killed 
By an arrival at Baltimore on Monday from Ma. 
ricaybo, it is ascertained that a grand salute had 
been fired at the latter place, reported to be in con- 
sequence of Quito having declared itself in favor 
of the Colombian government.
